WHEREAS, the chief research officers from the State of Mississippi’s comprehensive 
universities have served as the Mississippi Research Consortium to build science and technology 
capacity, to coordinate common science and technology activities, and to address common issues 
and problems related to science and technology initiatives; and 

WHEREAS, the State of Mississippi needs an organization to integrate science and 
technology initiatives into the State's Economic Development Plan and Policy, to advise the 
Governor and Legislature on science and technology issues and technology plans, to act as an 
information clearing house lor science and technology initiatives in Mississippi, to assess and 
inventory existing science and technology research capabilities and to provide lorums for 
educating the public on science and technology issues:
